THE PRODUCER’S CORNER 


Dear Playgoer: ; 

Next week will see the return to our stage, in one of Broadway’s longest running 
comedy hits, of three stars who have established themselves as favorites of Cape Play- 
house audiences. The play will be Jean Kerr’s “Mary, Mary”; and the stars will be Julia 
Meade, who won much praise here for her performances in “Paris BOund” in 1960, “Send 
Me No Flowers” in 1961, and “You Never Know” in 1963; Scott McKay whose portrayal 
of an amorous neighbor in “Under the Yum-Yum Tree” in 1961°was one of the most 
hilarious in Playhouse history; and Paul McGrath, whose Playhouse recollections go 
back to “Sabrina Fair” in 1954 and who was most recently here in 1960 with “Roar Like 
A Dove’. These same stars spent a year in Chicago captivating windy city audiences 
with “Mary, Mary”. 

This engaging, jest-filled comedy by’ Jean Kerr ran a total of 1,572 performances 
in New York—making it the ninth longest running play in the history of Broadway. 


“The cockle-shells and silver bells, and columbines all of a row” have been dis- 
carded from the old childhood verse that begins with the question “Mary, Mary, quite 
contrary, how does your garden grow?” Instead, the answer, beginning next Monday 
evening, August 15, will be “With wit full bloom, to chase your’gloom, a very funny 
show.” It is no secret that Mrs. Kerr is a brilliant writer of frothily gay entertainment, 
as demonstrated in her play “King of Hearts” and in two,,vastly popular books, “Please 
Don’t Eat the Daisies’ and “The Snake Has All the Lines’. 

In “Mary, Mary” she has concocted a plot that gives full rein to her humorous gifts, 
since it is concerned with a young lady who almost ruins her life by an irrepressible 
flow of jokes. Miss Meade will portray this young wife who gets to the verge of divorce 
through an inability to control comic remarks that make her husband uncomfortable. 
Mt. McKay will have the role of merry Mary’s about to become former husband, and 


he will also direct the play. 

The comedy’s action takes off when the young man’s attorney; Mr. McGrath, brings 
the nearly divorced pair together to help straighten out a problem about his income tax, 
and an old Navy buddy, who has become a celebrated movie star, turns up to show an 


intense interest in Mary’s jokes. Soe 
I hope that you will be with us next week to renew acquaintances with our stars, 
or to see them for the first time, and to enjoy Mrs. Kerr’s record breaking comedy.
